The Brannan plan — This ad- 
ministration-supported 
plan 
would 
allow meat, dairy products and other 
perishables to go to whatever price 
the market would bring. If this fell 
below a previously determined "fair 
return." the government—i.e., 
the 
taxpayers—would make up the dif- 
ference by a subsidy to farmers. 


Neither the House nor the Senate 
has shown much interest in 
the 
Brannan plan. 


The Gore plan — This plan so 
called because it was barked by Rep. 
Gore CD-Tenn), would continue the 
law in effect now. It would support 
prices rigidly at 90 per cent of par- 
ity. Parity is a price that is sup- 
posed to be fair both to the farmer 
and the consumer.
